State Finance Director Cas­ 
par W. Weinberger said with a 
higher welfare tab, cutbacks 
would be necessary in o t h e r 
programs. 
Officials also said by knock­ 
ing out the residency require­

more families would be eligible 
for the Aid to Families wi t h 
Dependent 
Children 
(AFDC) 
program this fiscal year. 
Breakdown of Costs 
Williams said a breakdown of 
the added costs showed an esti­ 
mated $9.7 million w o u l d be 
needed from state funds, $2.5 
million from county coffers and 
$11.9 million from the federal 
government. 
He also estimated that an ad­ 
ditional 10,000 persons otherwise

Weinberger viewed the court 
ruling as posing another fiscal 
crisis for the state d u r i n g a 
time when adequate funds were 
lacking.

U n d e r 
the ruling, AFDC would cost an 
additional $8.5 million, aid to 
the disabled $2.7 million and old 
age security $13 million. 
An estimated 1.2 million Cali­ 
fornians are presently receiving 
aid from the three programs at 
a total annual cost of $1.3 bil­ 
lion.

Q—Is su rg ery the o n ly treat­ 
ment fo r an aneurysm? 
A — Drug s th at lo wer th e 
blood pressure have been used 
with some success in halting 
the progress of an aneurysm 
but they cannot be considered 
to be a cure. Although surgery 
is the only cure, some of the 
newer surgical techniques are 
relatively simple and are re- 
i placing the more heroic meas­ 
ures used in the past. The new 
methods include the induction 
of clotting within the aneurysm , 
with an electric n eed le, or in­ 
jecting 
iron 
particles 
into a 
bleeding aneurysm then magne­ 
tizing the particles so they will 
obstruct the leak. 
Aneurysms 
of the basilar artery in the 
brain have been successfully 
treated by injecting shafts of 
stiff mammalian hair into the 
aneurysm.

Council 
Denies 
Tall Sign 


Pro p erty o wn ers v o iced co n cern Mo n d ay th at 
the Du d ley -Mu rch iso n n eig h b o rh o o d will b eco me a 
ju n g le o f sig n s. 
The Pomona City Council agreed and denied 
a request of the Shell Oil Co. for a 65-foot high 
sign visible from the San Bernardino Freeway. 
However, it granted the company a variance 
to allow a smaller sign visible only from Dudley 
and Murchison streets. 
The action on the larger sign served to put 
other commercial tenants in the neighborhood on 
notice that similar future requests might also be 
denied. 
The vote overruling the planning commission 
and denying the larger sign was 4 to 1 with 
Mayor Richard C. Brownell the lone dissenter. 
The vote to allow the smaller sign was unani­ 
mous. The council specified that the sign not re­ 
volve. 
At least one other company at the location. 
Mobil Oil, has indicated it will request a tall 
sign visible from the freeway. 
Councilman Stan Keetle, in making the motion 
denying the tall, free-way-oriented sign, noted the 
property was rezoned to provide services to the 
neighborhood, not freeway travelers. 
There is an existing tall, freeway-oriented sign 
across the freeway, but it was noted that the 
gas station it advertises is in a different commercial 
zone. 
Speaking against the tall sign were Arthur Cox, 
a former mayor; E. J. (Jim ) Riley, past president 
of the Pomona Valley Board of Realtors; 
and 
C. E. Patten—all property owners in the Dudley- 
Murchison area. They were joined by E. J. Gaulding 
and Marlin Shirley. 
Shirley, who served on the citizen committee 
that recommended an ordinance regulating signs, 
asked the council to direct the planning commis­ 
sion to study the problem of signs along freeways. 


Phillips Ranch 
Decision Due 


Annexation of the former Phillips Ranch to Po­ 
mona is up for a decision Wednesday even though 
all the points of differences between the city and 
the ranch owners have not been resolved. 
A step toward resolving another of the differ­ 
ences—the cost 
of park sites—was taken Monday 
by the Pomona City Council in directing that a 
tentative agreement be drafted. 
One of the major stumbling blocks—if not the 
major one—was removed last week with council 
agreement on prezoning for the ranch. 
Outside of cost of park sites the only other 
key difference remaining to be resolved is the 
apportionment of costs of water works, council 
sources said. 
The annexation decision could be a quick one 
Wednesday when the Local Agency Formation Com­ 
mission meets at 9 am. in the Hall of Administra­ 
tion board room in Los Angeles. 
Western Orbis Co. and Humble Oil Co., owners 
of the ranch, have agreed to forego a hearing 
on the annexation. 
The city furthermore has asked—and formation 
commission staff has recommended—that the city 
be authorized to conduct proceedings without notice 
and hearing. 
Should the commission grant the authorization, 
the council could shut off further negotiations with 
the ranch owners over the differences. 
Negotiation over the cost o fpark sites was 
favored by City Administrator Fred Sharp, but 
the council decided on a different approach. 
It directed City Atty. Robert Gustaveson to pre­ 
pare a rough draft of a contratc providing for 
an option to buy 65 acres, based on an appraised 
base price plus yearly percentage increases until 
the city is able to take title.

EDITORIAL 
Grade Crossing 
Peril Remains 


There are more than 200,000 railroad- 
highwav grade crossings in the United 
States. In 19 6 5, they were the scene of 14,- 
000 accidents. In 19 6 6 , there were 1,500 
crossing deaths. 
Yet, su rprisingly , less than 4,000 of the 
accidents in 19 6 5 inv olv ed trains. 
According to Federal Railroad Adminis­ 
trator A. Scheffer Lang, abou t 75 per cent of 
grade crossing accidents do not inv olv e a 
train - car collision. They inclu de su ch ac­ 
cidents as cars slamming into other stopped 
v ehicles, careless motorists skidding into 
lowered gates or colliding with permanent 
crossing stru ctu res. 
Other findings of a grade crossing action 
committee set u p by the Department of 
Transportation: 
A large nu mber of motor v ehicles are 
hitting trains already at the crossing, indi­ 
cating a need for more effectiv e warning 
sy stems and signs in adv ance of crossings. 
Crossing signs are crowded by highway 
regu latory and information signs, especially 
in u rban areas. 
Present highway warning signs — where 
they ex ist at all—are u su ally based on au to­ 
mobile speeds of the 19 30s. 
It is estimated that it wou ld take more 
than $100 billion today to separate rail and 
motor traffic at ev ery crossing — or almost 
twice as mu ch as the federal gov ernment 
has spent on all highway programs since 
World War I. 
Since this is clearly impractical, the rail­ 
roads and the gov ernment are co-operating 
in a two - pronged program of improv ing 
grade crossing protection sy stems and edu ­ 
cating the driv ing pu blic. 
In 19 6 7, DOT asked each state highway 
department to select one grade crossing for 
each 4,000 miles of federal-aid highway sy s­ 
tem — a total of abou t 200 crossings — for 
testing protection sy stems. 
In an effort known as G.A.P.P. — Grade 
Crossing Accident Prev ention Program — 
the railroads and railroad u nions hav e 
formed joint organization on ev ery major 
railroad. 
Trains are here to stay ; so are au tomo­ 
biles, and so are most of the places where 
their rights of way intersect. It is hoped that 
ou t of these efforts, the freq u ency of v iol­ 
ence at these intersections will ev entu ally 
be redu ced to the barest possible minimu m.

Bu reau cracies die 
hard, bu t die, they do. 


SERVING ON THE BUDGET committee 
of the United Way is a most disheartening 
ex perience, according to Vincent F. Martin, 
Edison district manager, who serv es as v ol­ 
u nteer chairman of the committee that ex ­ 
amines the bu dgets of United Way agencies. 
Martin said that the committee is forced 
to make choices and decisions “for there 
is nev er enou gh money to go arou nd.” Agen­ 
cy req u ests alway s ex ceed money av ailable 
for allocation. 
“The procedu re forces bu dget commit­ 
tees to make priority choices between many 
good cau ses,” said Martin. 
“For ex ample,” he said,“if y ou can only 
fu nd one of sev eral agency proposals, which 
one wou ld y ou choose? A one-day -a-week 
professional child gu idance clinic serv ice in 
an area that has no su ch serv ices, or an 
additional boy s’ or girls’ worker in an agen­ 
cy that is so u nderstaffed that withou t the 
worker the agency can scarcely perform 
on a minimu m lev el of serv ice. A difficu lt 
choice, indeed. 
“ Deep concern by Pomona Valley resi­ 
dents for the welfare of the entire v alley 
is reflected in the su ccessfu l achiev ement 
of the 19 6 7 United Cru sade,” said Martin. 
He ex pressed the hope that this y ear’s Unit­ 
ed Cru sade will see efforts redou bled as 
the q u ality and q u antity of serv ices av ail­ 
able will essentially be determined by the 
commu nity ’s willingness to respond by giv ­ 
ing generou sly in both time and money .

Other day s other way s! 
Sev enty -fiv e y ears ago there was a certain ty pe of 
indiv idu al known as the “u mbrella borrower.” Actu al­ 
ly , in those day s there were so many u mbrella bor­ 
rowers that thrifty indiv idu als did something abou t 
it. They kept a goodly su pply of ten cent u mbrellas 
on hand . . . u mbrellas made of willow twigs cov ered 
with tou gh paper, intended only to lend in case of 
rain . . . Thanks to modern rainwear, that’s a prob­ 
lem that doesn’t bother u s mu ch today . 
Less than 20 y ears ago, two-thirds of the people 
in this cou ntry shelled ou t for tickets to the mov ies 
at least once each week.

And here’s a statistical item from the Nov . 12, 
189 1, Pomona Progress which clearly illu strates how 
far we’v e come since that day .

Daley's Order Only 
Widened the Breach 


After all the pu blic lam enta­ 
tion ov er the m u rder of Martin 
Lu ther King Jr. the blu nt tiu th 
is that the div ide between the 
white and the black societies is 
as wide as ev er. That is the 
conv iction of officials here di­ 
rectly concerned with race rela­ 
tions in the cities. 
The wav e of looting and arson 
tou ched off by the assassination 
offset within the white commu n­ 
ity the shame and compassion 
that was the first reaction. To 
any one who took seriou sly the 
Report of the President’s Com­ 
mission on Civ il Disorders the 
riots were predictable. Bu t few, 
and this goes for many in the 
top lev el of gov ernment, heeded 
the warning that any s p a r k 
cou ld tou ch off an ex plosion. 
What stu nned officials here 
was May or Richard Daley ’s or­ 
der to Chicago police to shoot 
to ki l l arsonists and cripple 
looters. One official imm ediate­ 
ly concerned with try ing to keep 
the peace in the ghettos pu t it 
as follows: 


tobiography as gospel. 
On the white side of the di­ 
v ide sick su spicion and hatred 
m atch the paranoia of 
m a n y 
blacks. Civ il w ar is imminent 
and the only recou rse is to arm 
y ou rself and kill as m any of the 
fou r-letter 
blankety -blanks 
as 
y ou can before y ou go down. 
That attitu de has sent a new 
wav e of white su bu rbanites to 
the gu n stores. Daley u ndou bt­ 
edly knew that with his shoot- 
to-kill order he wou ld hav e the 
su pport of a considerable part— 
perhaps a m ajority — of the 
white commu nity . Widely dis­ 
seminated 
pictu res of f r e e 
wheeling looters in Washington 
apparently generated a back­ 
lash of monstrou s proportions. 


“ If I were a bla ck rev olu tion­ 
ary bent on bringing down the 
whole society I can tell y ou 
what I wou ld hav e done. I wou ld 
hav e somehow got my self plant­ 
ed in the Daley inner circle. 
Then I wou ld hav e pu t those 
words in his mou th knowing they 
were certain to bring gu errilla 
w arfare." 
Strenu ou s efforts were made 
from here to try to persu ade 
Daley to modify or rescind his 
order to the police. Bu t those 
who u sed ev ery possible chan­ 
nel to try to tu rn the May or 
arou nd 
frankly 
acknowledged 
that the dam age done cou ld 
scarcely be u ndone. The words 
are echoing not only throu gh 
Chicago’s hu ge slu m with its 
million blacks bu t in all the 
ghettos. 


One ma n a nd o ne ma n o nly 
might hav e spoken to the con­ 
science of the nation and there­ 
by hav e begu n to bridge the gap 
between the two societies. When 
the rioting was at its height in 
the wake of Dr. King’s death 
the White Hou se let it be known 
the President wou ld go to Con­ 
gress early the following week. 
He wou ld call for a greatly ex ­ 
panded program for the ghettos. 
In the face of opposition from 
Capitol Hill he abandoned the 
idea. That, too, has not escaped 
the notice of the black minority . 
Ev en failu re to get w h a t he 
asked 
for 
wou ld 
hav e 
been 
taken as ev idence he had done 
his best in the face of implac­ 
able resistance. The Hou se and 
Senate went on v acation and 
the order of the day on their 
retu rn is a little more of the 
same. 


One co nsequence of the Daley 
order, which he later modified 
slightly , will be to encou rage 
the black militants in spreading 
the report that the whites are 
bent on genocide. The militants 
are not alone in fearing that 
the white commu nity m eans de­ 
stru ction of the Negro minor­ 
ity . Those who shou ld know say 
that a dark, paranoid su spicion 
of white motiv es is widespread 
in the ghetto. 
It takes the form of strange 
fantasies accepted as fact. Mal­ 
colm X was not gu nned down 
by riv als in the black power 
mov ement bu t assassinated on 
order by the CIA. That is ap­ 
parently gospel to m a n y Ne­ 
groes who hav e canonized the 
slain m ilitant and treat his au - 


As the Detro it uprising raged 
on last su m m er the President 
seemed ov ercome by indecision. 
He finally called for a day of 
pray er. It has not been forgot­ 
ten that the report of his com­ 
mission on civ il disorders was 
receiv ed withou t the cu stom ary 
gestu re of welcome and finally 
with an indifferent nod of ap­ 
prov al. How little the thru st of 
that report penetrated the mind 
of officialdom is seen in the fact 
that the chairm an of the com ­ 
mission was Gov . Otto Kem er 
of Illinois while the May or of 
Chicago, the second city in the 
nation, has now gone directly 
contrary to the m ajor recom­ 
mendations in the report. 
Specu lation ov er what might 
hav e been the national mood if 
Johnson had gone to the cou n­ 
try is as idle as specu lation 
ov er the reaction of the King as­ 
sassination if it had not been 
followed by riots. Attitu des hav e 
hardened and it is difficu lt to 
see what can prev ent fu rther 
v iolence and bloodshed. 


President J o hnso n ha s direct­ 
ed the Bu dget Bu reau , the De­ 
partm ent of Health, Edu cation 
and Welfare and the Treasu ry 
to work with the corporation’s 
board and congressional com­ 
m ittees in coming u p with a per­ 
m anent plan. Bu t Carey said a 
preference 
hasn’t been fou nd 
y et fo r a ny of the three a v enues 
he ou tlined—o r a co mbina tio n o f 
them. 
There also is a pending pro­ 
posal by the Ford Fou ndation 
for a sy stem of domestic com­ 
mu nication 
satellites 
u nder 
which some amou nt of rev enu es 
wou ld be made av ailable to im­ 
prov e pu blic broadcasting pro­ 
gram ming. And a presidential 
task force is looking into the 
broad field of telecommu nica­ 
tions, inclu ding a rev iew of u se 
of domestic satellites.

Public Broadcasting Corp. Faces 
Problem of Long-Range Finances 


Go v ernment and priv ate o ffic­ 
ials are wrestling with the pro b­ 
lem o f fo rmulating a lo ng-range 
financing plan fo r the fledging 
Public Bro adcasting Co rp. 


Co ngress autho rized the co r­ 
po ratio n last y ear in an effo rt to 
bo o st federal suppo rt fo r no n­ 
co mmercial radio 
and 
telev i­ 
sio n. 
J ust barely o ff the gro und, it 
wo n’t be fully functio nal until 
the fiscal y ear beginning J uly 1. 
An immediate co ncern is ex ­ 
tensio n o f the $9 millio n autho r­ 
ized last y ear to create the co r­ 
po ratio n, which the J o hnso n ad­ 
ministratio n 
wants 
co ntinued 
thro ugh the co ming fiscal peri­ 
o d. 
The Senate already has ap­ 
pro v ed this request fo r interim 
financing. The Ho use is sched­ 
uled to take it up later this 
week. 


But o n the ho rizo n rests the is­ 
sue o f finding a way to pro v ide 
permanent federal funding fo r 
public bro adcasting. 
When William D. Carey , as­ 
sista nt Budget Bureau directo r, 
appeared befo re a Ho use Co m­ 
merce subco mmittee last mo nth 
he o utlined three principal tech­ 
niques which no w appear to be 
av ailable. They were: 
—A tax o n telev isio n and ra­ 
dio 
sets 
manufactured—essen­ 
tially the 
sa m e 
pro po sal 
ad- 


v anced by the Carnegie Co m­ 
missio n, which o rginally dev el­ 
o ped the co ncept o f a public co r­ 
po ratio n. The public no w spends 
an estimated $2 billio n a y ear o n 
TV sets. 


—A new tax o n gro ss rev e­ 
nues o f co mmedcial bro adcast­ 
ers, no w to taling abo ut $3 billio n 
annually and rising. 


—So me plan to make use o f 
general tax rev enues. 


The co rpo ratio n, which will be 
run by a 15 -member bo ard o f di­ 
recto rs, is fo rbidden fro m o per­ 
ating a netwo rk o f its o wn. Ho w­ 
ev er, it can subsidize pro gram­ 
ming and help educatio nal sta ­ 
tio ns fo rm a netwo rk fo r specif­ 
ic 
pro grams 
using 
ex isting

MARQUIS CHILDS 
Daley's Order Only 
Widened the Breach 


After all the public lamenta­ 
tio n o v er the murder o f Martin 
Luther King J r. the blunt truth 
is that the div ide between the 
white and the black so cieties is 
a s wide as ev er. That is the 
co nv ictio n o f o fficials here di­ 
rectly co ncerned with race rela­ 
tio ns in the cities. 


The wav e o f lo o ting and arso n 
to uched o ff by the assassinatio n 
o ffset within the white co mmun­ 
ity the shame and co mpassio n 
that wa s the first reactio n. To 
any o ne who to o k serio usly the 
Repo rt o f the President’s Co m­ 
missio n o n Civ il Diso rders the 
rio ts were predictable. But few, 
and this go es fo r many in the 
to p lev el o f go v ernment, heeded 
the warning that any s p a r k 
co uld to uch o ff an ex plo sio n. 


What stunned o fficia ls here 
wa s May o r Richard D a ley ’s o r­ 
der to Chicago po lice to sho o t 
to k i l l arso nists and cripple 
lo o ters. One o fficial im mediate­ 
ly co ncerned with try ing to keep 
the pea ce in the ghetto s put it 
a s fo llo ws: 


“ If I were a black rev o lutio n­ 
a ry bent o n bringing do wn the 
who le so ciety I can tell y o u 
what I wo uld hav e do ne. I wo uld 
hav e so meho w go t m y self plant­ 
ed in the Daley inner circle. 
Then I wo uld hav e put tho se 
wo rds in his mo uth kno wing they 
were certain to bring guerrilla 
wa rfa re.” 
Strenuo us effo rts were made 
fro m here to try to persuade 
Daley to mo dify o r rescind his 
o rder to the po lice. But tho se 
who used ev ery po ssible chan­ 
nel to try to turn the May o r 
aro und 
frankly 
ackno wledged 
that 
the damage 
do ne 
co uld 
sca rcely be undo ne. The wo rds 
are echo ing no t o nly thro ugh 
Chicago ’s huge slum with its 
millio n blacks but in all the 
ghetto s. 


One co nsequence o f the Daley 
o rder, which he la ter mo dified 
slightly , will be to enco urage 
the black militants in spreading 
the repo rt that the whites are 
bent o n geno cide. The militants 
are no t alo ne in fearing that 
the white co mmunity means de­ 
structio n o f the Negro mino r­ 
ity . Tho se who sho uld kno w say 
that a dark, parano id suspicio n 
o f white m o tiv es is widespread 
in the ghetto . 
It takes the fo rm o f strange 
fa nta sies accepted a s fact. Mal­ 
co lm X was no t gunned do wn 
by riv als in the black po wer 
mo v ement but assa ssina ted o n 
o rder by the CIA. That is ap­ 
parently go spel to m a n y Ne­ 
gro es who hav e cano nized the 
slain militant and treat his au­ 


to bio graphy as go spel. 
On the white side o f the di­ 
v ide sick suspicio n and hatred 
match the parano ia o f m a n y 
blacks. Civ il war is imminent 
and the o nly reco urse is to arm 
y o urself and kill a s many o f the 
fo ur-letter 
blankety -blanks 
as 
y o u can befo re y o u go do wn. 
That attitude has sent a new 
wav e o f white suburbanites to 
the gun sto res. Daley undo ubt­ 
edly knew that with his sho o t- 
to -kill o rder he wo uld hav e the 
suppo rt o f a co nsiderable part— 
perhaps a majo rity — o f the 
white co mmunity . Widely dis­ 
seminated 
pictures o f f r e e ­ 
wheeling lo o ters in Washingto n 
apparently generated a back­ 
lash o f mo nstro us pro po rtio ns. 


One man and o ne man o nly 
might hav e spo ken to the co n­ 
science o f the natio n and there­ 
by hav e begun to bridge the gap 
between the two so cieties. When 
the rio ting was a t its height in 
the wake o f Dr. King’s death 
the White Ho use let it be kno wn 
the President wo uld go to Co n­ 
gress ea rly the fo llo wing week. 
He wo uld call fo r a greatly ex ­ 
panded pro gram fo r the ghetto s. 
In the fa ce o f o ppo sitio n fro m 
Capito l Hill he abando ned the 
idea. That, to o , has no t escaped 
the no tice o f the black mino rity . 
Ev en failure to get w h a t he 
asked 
fo r 
wo uld 
ha v e 
been ‘
